For  the  Year  ending  December  315/,  1944 


The  Board  announce  with  deep  regret  the  death  on  Novem¬ 
ber  1st,  1944,  of  Mr.  Edward  Clifton -Brown,  who  had  been 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Management  for  49  years  and  Chairman 
since  1929.  In  recording  this  sad  event  the  Board  at  their 
meeting  on  November  23rd,  1944,  unanimously  passed  the 
following  resolution  : 

‘  ‘  That  the  Board  of  Management  do  hereby  place  on 
record  their  very  deep  regret  at  the  death  of  their  Chairman, 
Mr.  Edward  Clifton-Brown  and  they  desire  to  express 
their  deepest  sympathy  with  his  family  in  their  loss. 

Introduced  to  the  Hospital  at  an  early  age  by  his 
parents,  the  late  Colonel  and  Mrs.  J.  Clifton-Brown 
themselves  ardent  homoeopaths,  Edward  Clifton-Brown 
joined  the  Board  in  the  year  1895  at  the  early  age  of  25. 
Notwithstanding  the  many  and  varied  business  interests 
which  he  later  assumed,  the  Hospital  quickly  secured 
a  sure  place  in  his  affections  and  found  in  him  a  worthy 
and  successful  advocate  of  the  cause  for  which  it  laboured. 
The  Hospital’s  progressive  policy  which  in  the  following 
years  led  to  many  improvements  and  an  extension  of 
its  buildings,  was  vigorously  pursued  by  Mr.  Clifton- 
Brown  when  in  1929  he  became  the  Chairman  in  succession 
to  the  late  Mr.  R.  Henryson  Caird. 

During  his  term  of  office  the  Hospital  received  the 
distinction  of  Royal  Patronage  and  became  elevated  to 
the  front  rank  of  London  Voluntary  Hospitals  by  an 
increase  in  bed  accommodation  for  patients  to  200. 

He  bore  the  additional  responsibilities  and  trials  of 
the  war  years  from  1939  uncomplainingly  and  with  great 
fortitude  and  with  characteristic  optimism  he  was  planning, 
just  previous  to  his  death,  the  rebuilding  of  the  East  Wing 
of  the  Hospital  as  part  of  a  post-war  programme  of  recon¬ 
struction. 
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In  all  this  work  Mr.  Clifton-Brown  won  the  love  and 
affection  of  all  who  came  into  contact  with  him  and  he  was 
a  source  of  inspiration  and  encouragement  to  his  colleagues 
in  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital.  They  much 
deplore  the  loss  of  one  who  can  so  ill  be  spared.” 

THE  YEAR’S  WORK. 

The  Board  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  the  completion 
of  another  year’s  successful  work.  This  has  been  accomplished 
under  difficult  conditions  due  partly  to  a  recurrence  and  intensi¬ 
fication  of  enemy  bombing  over  Southern  England  and  the 
London  area  which  imposed  a  temporary  restriction  on  the 
admission  of  patients.  Consequently  there  has  been  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  patients  treated  as  stated  in  the  following 
comparative  tables  :

A  deficit  of  £3,287  has  been  incurred  in  the 

year’s  working 

at  the  Hospital’s  Annexe  at  Kingston. 

Although  the  results  achieved  have  been  satisfactory  and 
and  many  patients  have  benefited  by  the  treatment  and  amenities 
offered  there  it  constitutes  a  heavy  financial  burden  on  the 
Hospital.  This  fact  together  with  the  nursing  difficulties  at 
present  experienced  have  compelled  the  Board  to  decide  to 
convert  the  Annexe,  which  is  at  present  a  fully  equipped  Hospital 
Unit,  into  a  Recovery  and  Convalescent  Home  at  the  earliest 
opportunity. 

MAINTENANCE. 

While  the  Hospital  has  benefited  to  some  extent  by  an 
increased  payment  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  beds  made 
available  for  the  treatment  of  air  raid  casualties  there  is,  un¬ 
fortunately,  still  a  wide  margin  between  expenditure  which 
has  amounted  to  £50,612  and  income  totalling  £42,273.  It 
accentuates  the  need  for  additional  support  which  was  emphasized 
by  the  Board  in  their  report  last  year.  This  is  also  clearly 
indicated  in  the  Statistical  Summary  issued  by  King  Edward’s 
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Hospital  Fund  which  shows  that  the  percentage  of  voluntary 
gifts  to  total  income  for  the  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital  is 
only  17.7  per  cent,  compared  with  the  Hospital  Group  average 
of  28.5  per  cent.

The  Hospital  was  visited  by  the  representatives  of  King 
Edward’s  Hospital  Fund,  Mr.  Malcolm  Donaldson,  F.R.C.S. 
and  Mr.  L.  E.  D.  Bevan  on  June  15th,  when  they  expressed 
themselves  as  being  satisfied  with  their  inspection. 

The  Fund’s  grant  of  £2,000,  which  included  £500  toward 
the  renting  of  the  Nurses’  Home  at  Bernard  Mansions,  is  acknow¬ 
ledged  with  gratitude. 


PRIVATE  WARDS. 

Full  use  has  been  made  of  the  private  wards  on  the  fourth 
floor  since  they  were  re-opened,  and  excellent  facilities  for  those 
desiring  the  amenities  of  a  nursing  home  at  moderate  fees  are 
offered  both  at  the  main  Hospital  and  the  Annexe  where  a  few 
single  rooms  are  also  available.  Enquiries  will  be  welcomed  by 
the  Sister  in  Charge  (Terminus  3208)  for  the  Hospital  and  for 
the  Annexe  (Kingston  2822). 

LADIES  GUILD. 

The  Hospital  has  again  received  ^substantial  help  from  the 
Ladies  Guild,  who  were  successful  in  raising  a  total  sum  of  £262, 
largely  through  the  effective  appeals  to  the  members  by  their 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Sivell.  This  has  enabled  them  to  grant  £175  for 
the  renewal  of  linen,  £25  for  the  purchase  of  cutlery  and  £25  for 
crockery,  besides  making  their  customary  donations  for  the 
Christmas  entertainment  of  patients  and  staff.  For  all  this  help 
the  Board  are  most  grateful  and  they  desire  to  congratulate 
Mrs.  Sivell  and  the  Council  of  the  Guild  on  their  continued 
successful  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital.  (For  detailed 
account,  see  p.  45.) 
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LIBRARY. 

Patients  and  Staff  have  continued  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
the  Hospital  Library  throughout  the  year,  through  the  kindness 
of  the  Honorary  Librarian,  Mrs.  Fox,  who  has  attended  regularly 
each  week  to  distribute  books,  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Kinder. 
A  Children’s  Library  has  now  been  formed  through  the  efforts 
of  Miss  Joan  Benjamin,  a  member  of  the  Guild  of  St.  Christopher 
and  the  many  books  she  has  kindly  obtained  have  been  a  source 
of  entertainment  to  the  children  patients  both  in  the  Hospital 
and  at  the  Children’s  Dispensary.  Gifts  of  books  for  the  Library 
would  be  welcome,  especially  works  of  travel  and  fiction  for 
which  there  is  a  demand. 

CHRISTMAS  1944. 

The  Board  record  with  grateful  thanks  a  Christmas  gift  of 
£10  from  His  Majesty  the  King,  Patron  of  the  Hospital.  An 
attractive  programme  was  arranged  for  the  entertainment  of 
patients  and  staff  during  the  Christmas  holiday.  This  included 
a  rendering  of  carols  by  the  Messenger  Boys’  Band  of  Messrs. 
Cables  &  Wireless  Ltd.,  and  a  concert  given  by  the  nurses  under 
the  direction  of  their  tutor,  Sister  M.  Barnes. 

A  gift  of  twenty  woolly  jackets  from  Mrs.  Ernest  Ward  for 
the  children  to  wear  on  Christmas  morning  is  acknowledged  with 
grateful  thanks. 

POST-GRADUATE  LECTURES. 

With  the  aid  of  financial  assistance  from  the  Trustees  of  the 
estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Honyman  Gillespie,  the  Hospital  has  been 
enabled  to  continue  the  courses  of  lectures  on  Homoeopathy  for 
the  instruction  of  medical  practitioners  and  senior  students  of 
medicine  in  accordance  with  the  published  syllabus. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  the  Trustees  agreed  in  1937  to 
increase  their  grant  for  this  work  to  permit  of  an  extension  of 
these  facilities  in  Glasgow,  where  similar  courses  of  lectures  are 
given  by  the  Glasgow  Homoeopathic  Hospital.  The  Board  are 
grateful  for  their  practical  help  and  co-operation  in  this  important 
branch  of  the  Hospital’s  activities,  which  assume  an  added 
significance  now  that  the  British  Homoeopathic  Society  has 
become  incorporated  as  the  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy. 

X-RAY  DEPARTMENT. 

To  deal  with  the  increasing  amount  of  work  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  another  Radiographer  has  been  appointed  to  assist  the 
Radiologist,  Dr.  R.  S.  O’Donoghue.  A  complete  new  X-Ray 
plant  is  now  urgently  needed  to  replace  the  existing  apparatus 
which  is  old  and  worn  out.  The  cost  is  approximately  £3,000 
and  it  is  hoped  that  some  means  will  be  found  to  provide  this 
vitally  important  part  of  the  Hospitals  equipment.

CHAPEL  AND  MORTUARY. 

These  Departments  which  were  destroyed  by  enemy  action 
in  1940  have  now  been  reinstated  with  the  assistance  of  the  War 
Damage  Commission. 

PHYSIO-THERAPY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  registration  of  15,986  attendances  for  massage  and 
17,024  for  electrical  treatment  during  the  past  year  again  demon¬ 
strates  very  forcibly  the  demand  for  treatment  in  this  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  urgent  need  for  its  early  expansion .  Their  work  has 
been  facilitated  by  the  provision  of  a  new  mercury  vapour  lamp. 

THE  MISSIONARY  SCHOOL  OF  MEDICINE. 

Facilities  for  attending  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  have 
again  been  granted  to  the  students  of  the  School,  who  find  this 
instruction  of  much  practical  value  in  the  mission  field.  The 
students  are  at  present  accommodated  in  a  number  of  rooms 
temporarily  restored  for  use  in  the  old  Nurses  Home.  They 
have  continued  their  help  as  stretcher  bearers  and  fire-watchers 
which  is  of  great  assistance  to  the  Hospital  in  its  emergency 
arrangements. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

The  resignation  of  Sir  Odo  Russell  who  had  served  on  the 
Board  of  Management  since  1938  is  reported  with  regret. 

Mr.  M.  A.  Honywood  has  been  elected  to  the  Board  as  the 
Representative  of  the  British  Homoeopathic  Association. 

The  following  members  of  the  Board  retire  under  By-Law  1 8 
and  are  deemed  to  be  nominated  for  re-election  :  Mr.  John  A. 
Gedge  and  Sir  Louis  Greig,  K.B.E.,  C.V.O. 

The  two  medical  members  of  the  Board  retired  in  the  ordinary 
course,  and  the  Board  have,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Medical 
Committee,  re-elected  Dr.  W.  L.  Templeton  and  elected  Dr. 
A.  D.  C.  MacGowan  to  seats  on  the  Board.  These  appointments 
the  Governors,  Donors  and  Subscribers  are  invited  to  confirm. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  retirement  of  Dr.  A.  Benjamin  under  Medical  Staff 
Rules  took  effect  on  March  27th,  1944.  His  services  as  Dermato¬ 
logist  since  1924  have  been  much  appreciated  and  the  Board 
are  happy  to  state  that  Dr.  Benjamin  has  agreed  to  continue 
to  act  in  this  capacity  until  the  end  of  the  war. 

The  Board  desire  to  record  their  sincere  thanks  for  the 
valuable  services  rendered  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Honorary 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. 

The  regular  visits  of  members  of  the  Staff  to  the  Annexe, 
which  are  often  undertaken  at  some  personal  sacrifice,  have 
largely  contributed  to  the  success  of  this  branch  of  the  Hospital’s 
activities. 
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OBITUARY. 

The  Board  announce  with  regret  the  death  of  Mr.  Philip 
Guedalla  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  since  1932  and 
the  Countess  of  Donoughmore,  an  old  and  valued  supporter 
of  the  Hospital  and  former  member  of  the  Board.  Their  loss 
will  be  keenly  felt. 

The  Hospital  has  also  suffered  a  loss  in  the  personnel  of 
the  Medical  Staff  by  the  death  on  October  1st,  1944,  of  Dr. 
Thomas  Miller  Neatby,  Honorary  Consulting  Physician  and 
Dr.  N.  L.  Joynt,  a  Clinical  Assistant,  who  was  unfortunately 
killed  in  November,  1944  by  enemy  action. 

As  a  member  of  the  active  Staff  from  1904  until  1932,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Consulting  Staff,  Dr.  Miller  Neatby 
rendered  valuable  service  to  the  Hospital  and  his  active  interest 
and  co-operation  in  recent  years  in  the  instruction  of  Missionary 
Students  was  much  appreciated. 

HONORARY  CONSULTING  ARCHITECT. 

The  Board  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  services  during 
the  past  year  of  Mr.  J.  Murray  Easton,  F.R.I.B.A.,  Honorary 
Consulting  Architect,  and  his  staff  whose  advice  and  practical 
co-operation  in  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  Hospital 
buildings  including  war  damage  repairs  have  proved  most 
helpful. 

HONORARY  SOLICITORS. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  also  extended  to  the  Honorary 
Solicitors,  Messrs.  Gedge,  Fiske  &  Co.,  for  services  rendered  during 
the  year. 

The  advice  of  Mr.  John  Gedge  himself,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board,  has  been  freely  sought  and  has  proved  invaluable  on  the 
several  occasions  when  a  legal  opinion  has  been  required,  and  his 
personal  interest  in  the  running  of  the  Hospital  has  been  greatly 
appreciated. 

CHAPLAIN. 

Patients  and  Staff  have  derived  much  help  and  comfort  from 
the  ministrations  of  the  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  H.  B.  Brewer,  and  his 
assistant,  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Brown,  who  have  regularly  held  services 
throughout  the  year,  both  at  the  Hospital  and  the  Annexe.  The 
Board  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  time  thus  devoted  to  the 
spiritual  needs  and  welfare  of  both  patients  and  staff. 

NURSING. 

The  Board  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Thomas  Wall  Trust  for  a  donation  of  £25  through  Dr.  Hall- 
Smith  for  the  purchase  of  much  needed  modern  text  books  for 
the  training  of  the  Nurses.  This  has  proved  very  helpful  and 
their  instruction  has  been  further  facilitated  by  the  provision 
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of  new  anatomical  models.  The  standard  of  training  has  been 
well  maintained  and  the  Sister  Tutor,  Sister  M.  Barnes  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  successes  achieved  by  the  Nurses  in  the 
recent  State  Examinations. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  accommodate  some  of  the  Nurses 
in  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  the  domestic  staff,  who  have  now 
been  transferred  to  a  separate  house  at  No.  3  Powis  Place.  The 
adequate  housing  of  the  Nursing  Staff  still  presents  a  problem 
and  application  has  now  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  permission  to  repair  a  part  of  the  old  Nurses’  Home,  which 
would  enable  the  Hospital  to  release  beds  for  patients  and 
relinquish  for  public  use  the  temporary  Nurses’  Home  at  Bernard 
Mansions.  This  work  is,  however,  subject  to  the  prior  needs 
of  the  public  for  housing  which  has  become  an  acute  national 
problem. 

A  large  share  of  domestic  duties  is  still  being  undertaken 
by  the  Nurses  owing  to  the  shortage  of  domestic  staff  and  their 
ready  and  helpful  co-operation  is  much  appreciated.  The  duties 
of  the  Sister  Housekeeper,  Sister  Trahearne  have  become  parti¬ 
cularly  onerous  under  existing  conditions  and  the  Board  would 
congratulate  her  on  the  efficient  management  of  her  department 
with  the  minimum  staff  available. 

In  all  these  difficulties  the  Matron,  Miss  F.  Andros  bears 
her  full  responsibility  with  much  fortitude  and  the  Board  would 
again  express  their  appreciation  of  her  loyal  co-operation  in  the 
best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

No  more  striking  testimony  of  the  good  will  of  the  Staff 
and  the  happy  atmosphere  prevailing  could  be  shown  than  that 
given  by  the  Nurses  who,  on  their  own  initiative  and  by  their 
own  efforts,  organized  a  Concert  and  Sale  of  Work  at  which 
a  total  sum  of  £334  Is.  was  raised  in  aid  of  the  Rebuilding  of 
the  Nurses’  Home.  For  this  the  Board  are  deeply  grateful. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF. 

The  Board  acknowledge  with  particular  appreciation  the 
services  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  L.  J.  Knowles,  and  his  staff,  who 
in  the  absence  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  on  Active  Service  since 
1941,  have  had  to  cope  with  much  extra  wartime  work. 

POST-WAR  RECONSTRUCTION. 

The  Rebuilding  Fund  which  was  the  subject  of  a  special 
appeal  by  the  Board  last  year  has,  unfortunately,  made  little 
progress,  £1,208  having  been  received  towards  an  initial  sum 
of  £50,000  required.  With  the  end  of  the  war  in  Europe  the 
rebuilding  of  the  damaged  Nurses’  Home  and  the  reconstruction 
and  modernization  of  a  part  of  the  old  Hospital  building  will 
become  a  pressing  matter  and  the  Board  feel  that  the  plans 
outlined  in  their  report  last  year,  (particulars  of  which  are 
given  on  the  back  cover  of  the  report)  should  be  proceeded  with 
as  soon  as  they  become  practically  possible. 


As  the  chief  centre  in  this  country  for  the  practice  of  and 
instruction  in  Homoeopathy,  The  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital 
holds  a  prominent  position  which  has  endured  for  the  past 
94  years.  It  can  boast  a  record  of  proud  achievements  and 
ever-expanding  work  which  has  received  Royal  recognition  and, 
in  latter  years,  the  patronage  of  His  Majesty  the  King.  It  is 
important,  therefore,  that  this  position  should  be  fully  main¬ 
tained  in  the  new  era  which  now  confronts  us  and  which  will 
shortly  see  the  centenary  of  the  Hospital’s  foundation. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  will  not  be  without  interest  to  report  that  with  a  view 
to  securing  a  place  for  the  practice  of  Homoeopathy  in  the 
Government’s  proposed  National  Health  Service  and  with  the 
object  of  safeguarding  the  interests  of  that  section  of  the  public 
desirous  of  obtaining  homoeopathic  treatment  under  such  a 
scheme,  the  Hospital’s  representatives  attended  a  delegation 
organized  by  the  Homoeopathic  Public  Relations  Committee 
through  their  Chairman,  Captain  W.  Llewellyn- Amos ,  which 
waited  on  the  Minister  of  Health  in  November  last.  This 
meeting  was  subsequently  followed  by  a  visit  to  the  Minister 
of  representatives  of  the  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy  and  it  is 
hoped  that  by  these  joint  efforts  of  the  lay  and  professional 
bodies  acting  in  the  interests  of  Homoeopathy,  adequate  facilities 
for  homoeopathic  treatment  will  be  afforded  in  the  scheme  when 
it  is  submitted  to  Parliament. 

It  will  be  recognized,  of  course,  that  an  integral  part  of  these 
facilities  will  be  a  flourishing  and  progressive  Hospital  service 
and  to  ensure  this  there  is  urgent  need  of  a  much  greater  measure 
of  support  from  those  who  value  and  believe  in  Homoeopathy. 
The  Board  would  therefore  renew  their  appeal  to  all  friends  and 
supporters  of  the  Hospital  for  the  additional  financial  help  that 
is  necessary  to  maintain  this  important  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS 


AT  THE 

95th  Annual  General  Meeting 

OF 

THE  GOVERNORS,  SUBSCRIBERS  AND  DONORS 

Held  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Hospital, 
on  Thursday,  June  7th,  1945. 

RUPERT  COLOMB,  Esq.,  C.B.,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Hospital, 

presided. 

THE  proceedings  were  opened  by  prayer  by  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Brown, 
Deputy  Chaplain  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Leonard  J.  Knowles,  F.C.C.S.)  read  the  notice 
convening  the  meeting. 

The  following  message  from  Sir  Godfrey  Thomas  on  behalf  of  the 
President,  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Gloucester,  K.G.,  was  then  read  by  the 
Secretary  : 

“I  have  received  from  the  Secretary  an  advance  copy  of 
the  Annual  Report  of  The  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital, 
which  I  have  forwarded  to  the  Duke  of  Gloucester. 

As  His  Royal  Highness  gave  me  special  instructions  to  keep 
him,  as  President,  fully  informed,  he  will  certainly  be  interested 
to  read  this,  and  would,  I  am  sure,  desire  me  to  express  to  the 
Board  of  management  his  best  wishes  for  successful  progress 
in  their  post-war  reconstruction  schemes. 

(Signed)  GODFREY  THOMAS.” 

This  was  followed  by  expressions  of  regret  at  non-attendance 
from  many  friends  and  supporters. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice,  the  Minutes  of  the  last 
Annual  General  Meeting  which  was  held  on  Thursday,  April  13th, 
1944,  were  taken  as  read  and  with  the  approval  of  the  meeting  were 
signed  by  the  Chairman. 

Mr.  Colomb  then  rose  to  propose  the  adoption  of  the  Ninety -fifth 
report  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  signed  audited  accounts 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1944. 

In  his  opening  remarks  he  referred  to  the  sad  loss  sustained  by 
the  Plospital  by  the  death  of  their  Chairman,  Mr.  Edward  Clifton-Brown, 
in  November  last.  His  devotion  to  the  Hospital  for  so  many  years 
was  an  inspiration  to  them  all  and  the  legacy  which  he  had  generously 
bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  was  received  with  gratitude.  There  was 
urgent  need  of  additional  financial  help  in  view  of  the  Hospital’s  heavy 
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overdraft  and  the  deficit  last  year  amounting  to  £8,339.  As  a  means 
of  partly  meeting  this  need  Mr.  Colomb  appealed  most  strongly  to  the 
Hospital’s  Subscribers,  of  whom  there  were  approximately  500,  to 
enter  a  covenant  for  the  payment  of  their  subscriptions  and  thus 
without  any  additional  cost  to  themselves  double  the  amount  of  their 
subscriptions  with  tax  at  10s.  in  the  £  recoverable  from  the  Inland 
Revenue.  Already  144  Subscribers  had  conferred  this  additional 
benefit  on  the  Hospital  and  £387  in  tax  had  been  recovered  for  1944 
and  he  hoped  very  much  that  this  would  be  considerably  increased 
during  the  present  year.  Other  pressing  needs  were  the  extension 
of  the  Massage  Department  and  the  installation  of  a  new  X-Ray  plant. 

Mr.  Colomb  referred  to  the  recent  decision  of  the  Board  to  close 
the  Annexe  for  surgery,  which  has  necessitated  the  re-opening  of 
Dysart  and  Ebury  Wards  with  30  beds  for  female  surgical  cases  and  the 
transfer  of  the  Nurses’  lecture  room  to  a  smaller  ward  with  consequent 
suspension  of  facilities  for  the  State  examination.  This  was  a  temporary 
arrangement  but  nevertheless  a  rather  bitter  pill  for  Matron  and  the 
Sister  Tutor,  with  whom  he  sympathized.  He  warmly  praised  the 
Nurses  for  their  efforts  in  raising  the  sum  of  £334  at  a  Sale  of  Work 
which  they  held  in  aid  of  the  re-building  of  the  Nurses’  Home  and  he 
thanked  the  Honorary  Librarians,  Mrs.  Fox  and  Mrs.  Kinder,  for  their 
services  in  regularly  distributing  books  to  the  patients  and  congratu¬ 
lated  Miss  Joan  Benjamin  on  the  institution  of  the  Children’s  Library. 
Messrs.  Brown  Shipley  &  Co.  were  always  helpful  in  the  revaluation 
of  the  Hospital’s  securities  each  year  and  earned  their  appreciation, 
as  also  did  Mr.  Gedge  in  his  capacity  as  Honorary  Solicitor  and  a 
member  of  the  Board  and  the  Chaplain,  Mr.  H.  B.  Brewer,  and  his 
Assistant,  Mr.  S.  B.  Brown,  in  attending  to  the  spiritual  needs  of 
patients  and  staff. 

The  nurses  were,  of  course,  still  working  under  difficult  conditions 
but  they  showed  a  very  fine  spirit  under  the  leadership  and  with  the 
loyal  co-operation  of  the  Matron  and  their  loyal  and  efficient  service 
deserved  all  praise.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  well-being  of  the 
patient  was  largely  dependent  on  the  well-being  of  the  nurse  and  he  was 
happy  to  say  the  Ministry  of  Health  had  at  last  granted  the  necessary 
licence  for  the  repair  of  bomb  damage  to  the  Nurses’  Home,  in  which 
he  hoped  they  would  again  be  reinstated  in  the  near  future.  The 
Sister  Tutor  was  congratulated  on  the  results  achieved  in  the  nurses’ 
examinations  and  thanked  for  her  enterprise  in  organizing  visiting 
parties  to  outside  objects  of  interest,  which  broadened  the  outlook 
of  the  nurses  in  training.  The  Hospital  was  making  some  progress 
in  dismantling  emergency  war  time  structures  and  for  this  work  they 
were  indebted  to  the  Hospital’s  Works  Staff.  In  conclusion  Mr. 
Colomb  thanked  the  Secretary  and  his  Staff  for  their  willing  and  helpful 
services  in  shouldering  the  additional  burdens  placed  on  them  during 
the  war  years  and  for  their  valuable  contribution  to  the  efficient  and 
smooth  running  of  the  Hospital  under  such  adverse  conditions. 
Although  we  were  faced  with  some  uncertainty  in  regard  to  the  position 
of  the  Hospital  in  the  proposed  National  Health  Service  he  was  sure 
we  should  continue  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  health  services 
of  the  community  as  the  principal  Homoeopathic  Hospital  in  this 
country  and  a  centre  of  instruction  in  the  principles  and  practice  of 
Homoe  opathy . 

The  adoption  of  the  report  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Anthony  Clifton- 
Brown  who  said  that  with  the  inevitable  decline  in  voluntary  support 
and  the  necessity  for  Government  aid  for  Voluntary  Hospitals  in  a 
State  Health  Service  we  must  expect  closer  Government  supervision, 
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and  i  t  was  important,  therefore,  to  look  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital 
if  we  are  to  receive  our  share  of  the  Government  grant  for  services 
rendered.  He  much  appreciated  the  kind  reference  of  the  Chairman 
to  the  services  of  his  father,  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Clifton-Brown,  and 
he  fully  endorsed  Mr.  Colomb’s  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
Nursing  Staff. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Brown  which  was  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Swinburne,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Management, 
House  Committee,  Nursing  Committee,  Vice-Treasurer  and  Ladies’ 
Guild  of  the  Hospital  was  carried 'with  applause.  This  received  an 
appropriate  acknowledgment  on  behalf  of  the  Ladies’  Guild  from  Mrs. 
Quinton,  who  appealed  for  additional  help  to  enable  the  Guild  to 
maintain  their  important  contribution  to  the  essential  needs  of  the 
Hospital. 

Dr.  Fergie  Woods  proposed  the  re-election  of  the  retiring  members 
of  the  Board  of  Management  :  Mr.  John  A.  Gedge,  Group  Captain 
Sir  Louis  Greig,  K.B.E.,  C.V.O.,  and  Dr.  W.  L.  Templeton  ;  and  the 
election  of  Mr.  M.  A.  Honywood,  Mr.  A.  E.  Bridges  Webb,  Mr.  H.  J. 
Sayer,  J.P.,  and  Dr.  A.  D.  C.  MacGowan  to  seats  on  the  Board.  This 
was  seconded  by  Captain  Wilmot,  carried  unanimously  and  received 
an  appropriate  reply  from  Mr.  R.  Colomb. 

A  warm  tribute  to  the  services  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  was 
then  expressed  by  Mr.  M.  A.  Honywood  who  referred  to  the  report  of 
a  Hospital  Survey  recently  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of 
Health,  in  which  the  authors  of  the  report  expressed  the  personal  view 
that  as  a  Homoeopathic  Hospital,  and  therefore  unique  in  London, 
the  Hospital  should  not  be  included  in  any  co-ordinated  service  under 
a  National  Health  Scheme  but  would  no  doubt  continue  as  a  private 
institution.  This  raised  rather  grave  doubts  about  the  future  position 
of  the  Hospital  and  it  behoved  all  homoeopaths  to  rally  together  to 
ensure  that  their  principal  Hospital  was  adequately  maintained  for 
the  continued  practice  and  well-being  of  Homoeopathy.  He  appealed 
to  every  subscriber 'to  introduce  another  in  order  to  raise  the  proportion 
of  voluntary  help  which  was  deplorably  low — a  factor  which  he  felt 
adversely  affected  the  Hospital  in  its  claim  to  Hospital  Organizations 
for  support.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Christopher  W.  Bower  and 
carried  with  acclamation.  In  responding  on  behalf  of  his  colleagues 
Dr.  Benjamin  spoke  at  some  length  on  the  importance  in  his  opinion 
of  securing  a  place  for  the  Hospital  in  the  proposed  National  Health 
Service.  We  had  a  valuable  contribution  to  offer  to  the  health  of 
the  community  as  the  only  Homoeopathic  Hospital  in  London  and 
we  could,  he  felt  sure,  be  usefully  fitted  into  such  a  scheme.  With 
the  approach  of  the  dissolution  of  Parliament  and  the  holding  of  a 
General  Election  he  pleaded  with  all  those  present  to  impress  on  their 
local  Parliamentary  candidates  the  need  for  ensuring  proper  recognition 
of  the  practice  of  Homoeopathy  in  any  Government  Health  Service. 
Steps  had  already  been  taken  in  this  direction  by  the  Homoeopathic 
Public  Relations  Committee  of  38  Parliament  Street,  Whitehall, 
who  would  be  pleased  to  supply  information  to  those  interested  and 
desirous  of  helping.  Dr.  Benjamin  considered  that  the  Incorporation 
of  Homoeopathic  Hospitals  by  Act  of  Parliament  would  strengthen 
our  position  and  he  recommended  this  for  consideration. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Hall-Smith  which  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Gedge,  the  Auditors,  Messrs.  Prideaux,  Frere,  Brown  &  Co.,  Chartered 
Accountants,  12  Old  Square,  Lincoln’s  Inn,  W.C.2,  were  unanimously 
re -elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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The  Chairman  then  presented  prizes  of  books  to  the  following 
members  of  the  Nursing  Staff  who  had  been  successful  in  the  Hospital 
Final  Examination  for  1944  ;  and  were  introduced  by  Matron  : 

Nurse  Margaret  Jean  Oliver  2,582  out  of  3,200. 

Nurse  Mary  Elizabeth  Baldock,  2,571  out  of  3,200. 

Nurse  Jane  Titterton  2,560  out  of  3,200  (absent). 

On  the  conclusion  of  the  business  of  the  Ordinary  General  Meeting 

A  SPECIAL  GENERAL  MEETING  of  the  Governors,  Donors  and 
Subscribers  wras  held  to  consider  and  if  approved  to  adopt,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council,  alterations  in  the 
Hospital’s  Bye-Laws  as  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Management, 
consequent  upon  the  incorporation  of  the  Faculty  of  Homoeopathy  in 
the  place  of  the  British  Homoeopathic  Society. 

MR.  RUPERT  COLOMB,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Hospital,  who 
PRESIDED,  stated  that  particulars  of  the  proposed  alterations  were 
in  the  hands  of  those  present.  Their  adoption  was  formally  moved 
by  Mr.  Colomb,  seconded  by  Mr.  M.  A.  Honywood  and  carried  unanim¬ 
ously.  Mr.  Honywood  in  his  remarks  stressed  the  importance  of 
maintaining  the  essential  character  of  the  Institution  as  a  Homoeo¬ 
pathic  Hospital  and  while  he  recognized  that  surgery  and  the  special 
departments  were  provided  for  in  its  work  as  a  General  Hospital,  it 
was  important  he  thought  that  Homoeopathic  treatment  should  play 
its  proper  part  in  the  pre-  and  post -operative  stages  of  surgical  treat¬ 
ment  which,  in  his  experience,  was  of  considerable  benefit  to  the  patient. 

After  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  for  presiding, 
which  was  proposed  by  Sir  John  Weir,  the  proceedings  then  terminated 
and  tea  was  served  to  those  present  by  invitation  of  the  Board  of 
Management.

The  Honyman- Gillespie  Lectures  in  Medicine —
